ton. a colored boy of Decatur, in the 
federal reform school at W ashington, 
for juvenile offenders, that I am mak­ 
ing the liberty to ask you to make 
•' statem ent of the facta of hia 'ase, 
which I think will prove more in­ 
teresting to your readers than the 
Imperfect information referred to. 
Jerre was employed at the Decatur 
postoffice aa a special delivery mea 
aenger, and was arredtod after 
a 
month’s service for stealing a special 
delivery letter addressed 
to 
Julia 
Murphy, colored, Decatur. Alabama 
He was not charged with stealing a 
mall sack, nor with cutting a tnall 
sack at the Southern depot, nor with 
breaking into the postofflce. 
He earnestly protested hla Inno­ 
cence; he claimed that he had never 
received the letter, and the blank 
space in ,hls delivery book showed 
that he never claimed that he had 
delivered Htcf letter.” 
Upon hia conviction he prayed a 
writ of error to the United States 
•circuit court ef appeals at New Or­ 
leans. and the w rit was granted by 
United States Circuit Judge 
R. 
W. 
Walker, upon the ground that his 
conviction was illegal, in that it was 
unsupported by the evidence, and that 
the indictm ent against him having 
been returned by a grand Jury or 
ganlxed and empanneled at Blrming 
bam for an ofTense alleged to have 
been committed in Decatur, In an 
other division, was Illegal, which has 
been very recently held by an ap­ 
pellate court. 
Jerre was not placed in the Morgan 
donnty jail, nor was he arrested and 
-taken to the federal reform school. 
•He was at liberty on bond. 
Jerre voluntarily requested his a t­ 
torney to dismiss this appeal, and 
permit hinl to commence serving his 
term, stating that while he was en­ 
tirely innocent of the offense, he was 
surrounded by evil companions whom 
he could not shake off. and he felt 
that unless he could in some m anner 
rid himself of them he was likely to 
fkll into real and serious trouble, 
and that he preferred the federal re­ 
form school to further association 
with former associates. 
His attorney agreed with him in 
his purpose, and he voluntarily de­ 
livered him self to the federal author­ 
ities. 
The situation of this boy, as to 
eVil associations, is one of the real 
dangers that menace many a man 
and boy, and would seem to me to

Office, Blind Nan 
Spends Quiet Time 


A bliplS man who inadvertently was 
locked in the lobby of the Albany 
postoffice 
Sunday 
evening 
early, 
spent a quiet time until he was dual­ 
ly released by one of the employes of 
the office who had been notified of 
the imprisoned man's predicament. 
When the night man at the office lock- 
ed the front door, 
did so without 
being aware that the building was 
tenanted. 
The blind man did not 
know that the door had been locked, 
until he tiled to obtain egress. 
He 
attracted the attention of passer «by 
by knocking on the door, and was 
released as quickly as possible.

facilities, jeopardizing Montgomery’s and Alabama's 
chances of securing an army cantonment, And other­ 
wise seriously interfering with the .k^sey mzC'S~ -#-* 
in the successful prosecution of the world war. 
By this misrepresentation, and befare the L. A N. 
had say knowledge of the unwarranted activity, or 
•ay opportunity to issue a statement of the facts, 
many prominent and patriotic citizens we-e deceived 
into signing the affidavits, thereby giving aid to 
the Western Union in its secret effort to create 
prejudice against 'he L. A N. 
Without the slightest foundation in fact, and in 
violation of business ethics, the Western Union 
caused its attorneys, without regard for or consid­ 
eration of the Federal Judge before whom the hear­ 
ing was then pending, to present the (hatter to 
the Secretary of War of the United States and to th# * 
Attorney General of the United States. 
Being deceived by the Western Union, Secretary 
of War Baker telegraphed to the President of the 
L. A N., and Attorney General Gregory Wrote to the 
Federal Judge who then had the case in charge, 
that the L A N. must not be permitted, in view of 
the present war situation, to cut down the poles and 
forcibly remove the wires of the Western Union 
from the L A N . right of way in Alabama. 
Not to the knowledge of tty* L. A N. does any 
chapter of history of business contain a parallel to 
this effrentry and misrepresentation practiced by 
the Western Union Telegraph Co.

FACTS IN THE CASE 
In 1884 the Western Union Telegraph Co. entered 
Into a contract with the Louisville A Nashville Rail­ 
road Co. whereby the poles and wires of the tele­ 
graph company were to occupy a section along the 
right of way of the railroad compgny. The contract ’ 
contained a clause that notice was lo be given twelve 
months in advance of an intention on the part of 
either party to continue or terminate the contract 
• t the expiration date. 
In accordance with the terms of the contract, the 
mere existence of which constituted sn acknowledg­ 
ment by the Western Union of the right of the L. 
A N. to exercise authority over and ownership pf

' Correctly anticipating that the L. A N. would 
resist this proceeding to the full extent of its ability 
ths Western Union, under date of December 28th, 
1912, secured from the District Court of the United 
States for the Western District of Kentucky a 
temporary injunction to prevent the L A N. from 
removing the Western Union poles and wires from 
the railroad right of way, (the L, A N. having given 
ths telegraph company 4 months notice to remove 
Its wires sod poles) and than began to push its 
pondemnation proceedings. 
Ths law of Alabama, a most excellent law, which 
protects the interests of the people against those 
who eaioy the right of eminent domain, stipulates: 
“If the property sought to be condemned, or any 
portion thereof, or interest that sin, has already been 
* 
subjected or devoted to a public use, such land or 
portion thsreof, or interest therein, shall not be 
taken for another and different character of public 
use unless sn actual necessity for the specific land 
or portion thereof, or interest therein shall be al­ 
leged and proven, and unless it be alleged and 
proven that such other and different character of 
public use will not materially intersiere with the 
Í 


iublic use to which such property is already sub- 
ected or devoted.” 
The law was passed by Alabama in 1903 and is 
ths law of the State at the present time. 
However, 
and without regard to State Rights, or authority 
ef Alabama to pass laws for its government, the **“ 
Western Union asserted that it had every right to 
condemn the right of way of the L. A N. Railroad 
Co. In Alabama without compliance with the pro­ 
visions of this l*w.

COURT DECISIONS FAVOR L. & N. 
Upon its fsllbre to secure a favorable decision 
In first one Alabama court and then another, includ­ 
ing th# Supreme Court of that state, the Western 
Union earned its contention to the Supretug. Court 
•f the United States, where, after one brief week, ... 
• decision was rendered adversely to the ’Western 
Union and in favor of the 1,. A N. 
In compliance with the voluntary termination of 
the centract by the Western Union, and in accord­ 
ance with the decision of the various courts of Ala­ 
bama and if the Supreme Court of the Uaited States 
' rendered en June 11th, 1917, the L. A N. filed with 
the District Court of the United States for the Wes­ 
tern Diltrict of Kentucky, which Court granted ths 
temporary injunction, an amended and supplemental 
•newer to the injunction, seeking to have the tem­ 
porary injunction dissolved insofar as the injunc­ 
tio n related te the L. A N. right of way in the 
State ef Alabama. 
ALLOW REASONABLE TIME 
I In its application te the Court the L. A N. said: 
•* Therefore, the defendant (The L. A N.) prays 
fh tt the temporary injunction granted herein on 
t>* . N th. l i f t , and since continued in force from

Should be upon equitable terms and conditions, and 
that plaintiff (the Western Union) should be al- 
lowed a reasonable time iá which to remove the 
telegraph poles, wires or apparatus owned by the 
plaintiff front defendant’s said right of way, situated 
In Alabama, and to vacate the premises occupied, 
then, and In that event, the defendant prays that 
ouch time, for that purpose, he limited to s period 
of three months, with the assistance of the defend­ 
ant to be furnished as hereinbefore set forth,” 
The assistance to be rendered by the L. A N. to 
the Western Union constituted “furnishing of cars, 
engines and necessary equipment at and between 
stations for the purpose of effecting such removal,” 
Competent telegraph experts, at the expense of 
the L. A N., had previously estimated that the Wes­ 
tern Unkm could easily removs its polos and wires 
from the L. A N. right of way vdthm Ouse, months 
without any interference or interruption to Western 
Union telegraphic service whatsoever; and further, 
that the Western Union had every legal right to 
•penmg a right ef way for its polss and wires along 
Am margin 
any public highway, as permitted by 
the just and liberal laws of Alabama.

Was serrad la advance on the Western Union, and

In spite uf the*e facts the Western Union sécured 
affidavits throughout Alabama, and in sections of 
Florida, on the misrepresentation that destruction of 
Western Union property by the L. A N. was immi­ 
nent, with consequent serious interference with the 
successful prosecution of the world war. 
Adjutant Gonerai G* J. Hubbard, of Alabama, 
was induced to sign an affidavit wherein was recited 
the serious consequences to the mobilization of 
troops in Alabama, which concludes "any destruc­ 
tion or interference with the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company’s lines along the right of way of 
the Louisville A Nashville Railroad Company in 
Alabama would be a most serious handicap to the 
military service, and aaks thai said lines of said 
telegraph company be not removed or interfered, 
with until a reasonable time after the termination 
of the prlfient war.”

“Affidavits obtained by the Telegraph Company

pany. 
Numerous other Governmental services are 
rendered over these lines affecting other Depart­ 
ments.

“In this company's motion to dissolve the tern** 
porary injunction granted by the Federal Court her*

poles, wires and fixtures from this company’s rignt 
of way a period of three months was sufficient feo 
that purpose, and the officials snd attorneys of th# 
Weetern Union were fully aware of the fast that

In the meantime similar misrepresentations had 
been made to United States Attorney Gonerai Greg­ 
ory, causing Attorney General Gregory to addfh— 
the following letter to Judge Walter Evans, of the 
District Court of the United States for ths w satani 
District of Kentucky, before whom ths applfoatimt ta 
dissolve the injunction in Alabama hád been’filad. 
The letter was given wide publicity in the aowa- 
papers throughout the country:

SEEKS TO STIFLE COMPETITION 
There is another angle to the activity of the 
W eriern Uniorf.

graph messages. The activity of ths Western Union, 
in addition to ita determination to use the L A N . 
right of way without compensation, is to stlfio ami 
eliminate from the telegraph field wnat it knows wfll 
be formidable competition. 
The L. A N. regrets extremely the necessity for 
this communication to the people, but Is fully de­ 
termined that it will not submit supinely te mlarep 
resentations by either individual or corpceatioa 
with consequent prejudice to it in the minds at the 
general public. The L. A N. has faith hi the people 
snd is esntent to rest its cause with the people enoe 
s correct understanding of the facts is had.
